Tha Arrangements for the Flood Rock 


Explosion Not Quite Complete—No Dan- 
ffer Feared. 
NEW YORK, Oet 6.—The explosion of 


Flood Rock at Hell Gate, which was set 
for Wednesday, has been postponed to tha 
end of the week, no day being yet fixed. 
The preparations for the event have not yet 
been completed. The explosion will be made 
about the slack of the flood-tide,when there 
will be the greatest amount of water above 
the reef, and this will aid materially in re- 
pressing the effect of the explosion. 
The 


time will be somewhere in the neighbor- 
hood of 9:30 a. m. It has not yet been de- 
termined whether the explosion shall be 
made from Astoria or from the top of 
the Flood Kock itself. 
In the former case 


there will be a temporary cable attachment 
In the latter case there will be an automatic 
arrangement At the explosion of Hallet's 
Point Keef, in 1879, there was such antici- 
pation of evil that even the nuns of the 
Magdalen Reformatory and their charges 
were conveyed away to places of safety, 
and the whole neighborhood on the New 
York side expected at

amount of explosive material used at that 
time was a trifle of fifty thousand pounds, 
and the destruction was entirely on the 
Astoria side.

Initiatory Step* Taken ILass Evenlns 


for IHo Introduction of ttoe Hew SJTII- 
trm. 
The initiatory steps looking towards 


the introduction of the electric light 
system for street illumination pur- 
poses, were taken by the council last 
evening. A resolution was adopted, 
authorizing the gas committee, the 
mayor and the city attorney to enter 
into a contract with the Jenney 
company, 
which 
shall 
signify 


nothing except on the confirmation 
and approval of the council. The 
aldermen are almost unanimously in 
favor of the adoption of the system. 
Mr. McDonald, secretary of the Jen- 
ney company at Lafayette, made an 
intprestmg statement to the council 
Ihsfc evening, concerning tbe light. 
He said his company advocated the 
tower system, and alaimed their tow- 
ers superior to those built by the 
Brush company. The Jenney com- 
pany make towers of Star Iron, while 
Brush uses gas pipe, and several of 
them have been known to fall. 
In 


Decatnr eight towers, one hundred 
and twenty-five feet high will be 
used, each aet upon a solid atone 
foundatioB, and put together with 
malleable iron castings. One will be 
plaoad on the old square and the 
other seven will be scattered about 
the city as designated by tbe council 
and from each will be suspended five 
lights, while ten additional lights 
will be suspended at street intersec- 
tions. Fifty lights are daemed suf- 
ficient to meat all the requirements 
of Decatur. Mr. McDonald read re- 
ports from Bay City, Michigan,where 
lights at an altitude of one hundred 
and fifty feet oast a bright glare for 
a distance of two thousand five hund- 
red feet each way. Higher than 
this, the light decreased in brillian- 
cy. The estimated cost of this im- 
provement is sixteen thousand dol- 
lars. This includes eight towers, 
poles and wires, two thirty light dy- 
namos, a fifty horse power engine.and 
fifty lamps in position and ready 
for use. The dynamos will be placed 
at the water works, where there is 
ample room, and the city wilf not 
need to go to extra expense for 
steam, but will require an engine, 
whieh is included in the above cost. 
Tbe cost to the city for running the 
machinery has been estimated at 
sixteen hundred dollars per annum, 
as follows: Two hundred and twen- 
ty tonsjof coal more than are now con- 
sumed at works, per year, four hund- 
red dollars; sslary of man to care for 
lamps, siz hundred dollars. 
The 


company propose to pat in the plan 
and give the city from two to three 
years in which to pay for it, when it 
will be city property. Danville is 
lighted by seven towera and twelve 
hanging lamps, paying the Jenney 
company, six" thousand dollars per 
annum. The dynamos the oompaUy 
propose putting in have a capacity 
of sixty lights, wnereas the city will 
use but fifty, which would allow 
them to supply private consumara. 
and make up a large proportion of 
the running expenses. A contract 
will probably be entered into with 
the company to-day, but this merely 
gets the matter before the council 
for decisive action. If the council 
anprotes the contract the light will 
be placed here ready for use in six 
weeks. It is quite likely the con- 
tract will be approved. 


Thacjmmittee on streets ami al- 


leys, to whom was referred the reso- 
lutions for cobbling the north aide 
of Wood strei t from the west side of 
Ohuicb, east to t,be alley, recom- 
mended its adoption. 
Alderman 


Dnrfee moved the matter be referred 
back for an estimate of the cost. 


Alderman Gogerty introduced a 


resolution that the purchasing com- 
mittee be instructed to purchase ten 
water meters of the following sizes: 
Two of one inch connection, three of 
three-fourth inch connection and 
five of one-half inch connection.
